I was Just 
beginning a series el conferences with the Prime illaisters and 
Foreign Minister* of Great Britain and France on some el the 
problems that beset our world.

le mine today as I stand here, privileged to address the General 
Assembly of the United nations. 


At the same time that I appreciate the distinction of ad- 
dressing you, X also have a sense of exhilaration aa x look 
upon this assembly.

some of this lope. 

Sat the great tests and the great aoeeeqp Hobson te still He 
ahead. And in the confident expectation of these accomplishments, 
f would see the office which, for the tise being, 1 hold, to 
unsure you that the government of the United States will resaia 
eteadfaet ia Its support of this body, this we shell do la tho 
conviction you will provide faith which can hr lag this world 
lastiag poaee for all nations, aad happiness aad wall boiag for 
ail sob. 

Clearly, it would not be fitting for so to take this oc- 
casion to present to you a unilateral Aseriaan report on Bermuda, 
Sever the less, I assure yea, that ia our deliberations wo thought 
to invobe those ease groat concepts of ualweraal peace aad husao 
dignity which are so plainly etched ia your charter. 

neither would it be a measure of this great opportunity sorely 
to recite, however, hopefully, piece platitudes. 

I therefore decided that this occasion warranted ny saying 
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t® you some ot th# things that have bsen on the winds and hearts 
of mj closest legislative and executive associates and os miss 
tow a great easy son the —thoughts I had original ly planned to 
say prinarily to the American people. 

I know that the inericas people share «y deep belief that 
if a danger exists is the world, it is a daager shared by all— 
and equally, that if a hope exists is the sled of one nation* 
that hope should be shared by all. 

finally , if there is to be advanced any proposal designed 
to ease by eves the snallest neasure the tensions of todays 
world, shat more appropriate audience could there be than the 
members of the General Assembly of the United Nations. 

I feel Impelled to speak today in a language that in a semis 
is new— one vhieb 1, who have spent so wnch of tay life in the 
military profession, would have preferred never to use . 
that new language is the languags of atonic warfare . 

The atonic age has notred forward at such a pace that every

Bines ...t hat, .day it 194ft, the Halted States of America has con- 
ducted 42 atoaie test explosions. 

Atonic bombs today are eore than 29 tines as powerful as 
the weapons with which the atoaie age dawned, while hydrogen 
weapons are in the ranges of millions of tons of TUT equivalent. 

Today, the Halted States* stockpile of atomic weapons , 
which, of course, increases dally, excesds by many times the 
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explosive equivalent of the total of all boats and all atolls 
flat oaas fro* wary plana and ovary son in ovary ttoatro of war 
through all the years of World far II. 

A single air group, afloat or land based, can deliver a 
destructive cargo exceeding in power all the howto that fell on 
Britain in World War IX. 

In nine and variety the development of atonic weapons has 
toes so lens remarkable. This devslopnsst has tosn such that 
atonic weapons haws virtually achieved conventional status within 
our anted services. In the Salted States services, the Amy, 
the Wavy, the Air Force, and the Marine Corps are all capable 
today of patting this weapon to military uso. 

But the dread secret and the fearful engines of atonic sight 
are not oners alone. 


In the first place, the secret in possessed by our friends 
and allies, Great Britain and Canada , whose scientific genius 
nade a tremendous contribution to our original discoveries and 


the designs of atonic bombs.

Therefore, although our earlier start has 
permitted a* to accumulate what id today a groat quantitative ad- 
vantage, the atomic realitiea of today comprehend two lacta of 
even greater significance, 

first, the knowledge aow possessed by tear nations will ovea- 

tually be shared by others, possibly all others. 

Second, eves a vast ssperiority is numbers of weapons , aad a 

consequent capability of devastating retaliation, is so preventive, 

of itself, agaiaat the fearful material damage and tell of human 

lives that would be inflicted by surprise aggression. 

fhe free world, at least dimly snare of the facts, has natural ly 

e mba rked on a large program of warning n*d defense systems. That 
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prograw will tow accelerated and expanded. 

Rwt l#t no om think that the expenditure of vut etnas for 
weapons *«d systems of defease can gearanteo absolute safety for 
* fet cities and citieene of say nation! The awful arlthaetic ©f 
the atonic bomb does sot permit of snoh as easy solution. Even 
against the scat powerful defense, an aggressor is possession of 
rm effeotiwe minimum number of atonic honks for a surprise attack 
could probably place a sufficient number of bis bombs os tbs 
ebosen targets to cause hideous damage. 

Should an atomic attack be lauached agaisst the Usited 
States, our reactions would be swift and resolute. But for me 
to say that tbs defease capabilities of the Usited States are 
such that they could iafiiet terrible losses upon as aggressor— 
for ms to say that the retaliation capabilities of the Usited 
States are 00 great that such as aggressor*s lend would be laid 
waste— all thie while fast, is not the true expression of tbs 
purpose and the hope of the Usited States,
